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Golden Gate of Diocletian’s Palace in Split. 

Split is the largest city in Dalmatia. In the 3rd century B.C. an Illyrico-Greek settlement 
known as Aspalathos stood on the site of present-day Split. During Roman rule in the 
first centuries A.D. it was cited as Spalatum, overshadowed certainly by neighboring 
Salona and the nearby settlement of Epetium (now Stobred). The event that determined 
the future of the settlement for the next few centuries was a decision made by Roman 
Emperor Diocletian to erect a huge palace where he would reside after his retirement 
from the throne in 305. After Diocletian’s death in 313 the palace became state property 
as a place of exile for those who had fallen into disfavor. The next to the last emperor of 
the Western Empire, Julius Nepos, spent his remaining days. here.

“Dobro jutro, cijenjeni prijatelji i slusaoci ovog Yugoslav 
Radio Programa, koji je najstariji Yugoslav radio sat i u 
Americi. Cilj je ovoga radio sata donositi vam pjesme koje vi 
volite^cuti i siriti nasu melodiju, narodnost i kulturu medu 
ainerickim narodom u slozi, bratstvu i jedmstvu izmedju sviju 
nas”.

and LISTENERS 


“Good morning, dear friends and Inteners of Yug 
Radio Program, which is the oldest Yugoslav radio hour in 
U S.A. The aim of this radio hour is to give you songs which 
you’like to hear, and to spread our melodies, nationality and 


With these words in not such proficient Croatian language 
each Sunday from 9:30 to 10:30, Andrew Soldo has greeted 
Watsonville listeners for forty years. And his listeners under¬ 
stand him, because they are almost all the children from die 
second or third generations of our emigrants to the U.S.A., 
and Andrew’s language is much closer to them than the 
modern Croatian language. “I don’t know exactly how many 
listeners we have each Sunday, but I believe all 4,000 Yugoslav¬ 
ian emigrants in Watsonville, the people from surroundings of 
San Jose, and many Americans who like our songs listen to 
our radio program. We play mostly songs from Dalmatia, 
because our emigrants are mainly from that part of Yugoslav¬ 
ia, but also the songs from other parts of Croatia and Yugo¬ 


slavia.” 

For the past few years his wife Ann Soldo has helped him 
in leading and conceiving the program. Her parents are from 
Konavle near Dubrovnik, but she was born in America. 
Although she understands our language perfectly, in front of 
the microphone she speaks only English. 

“You can hear on our program half in the dialect from 
Sinj and half in English”, laughingly says the very attractive 
and vital Ann Soldo, ex-principal of an elementary school and 
the first woman mayor in Watsonville history. 

“We can’t get rich from this kind of job, but we don’t 
have any problem to find sponsors who pay all expenses of 
our program”, says Andrew very proudly. He continues to 
explain that sponsors of his program are some of the banks 
and department stores in Watsonville as well as some of the 
stores whose services they advertise. The most important 
Yugoslav sponsor is JAT. 

“Cooperation from the Yugoslav Consular Office in San 
Francisco is very good, and they send me the news which we 
broadcast on our program”, says Andrew, who was born in 
Sinj and has been in the U.S.A. since 1921. Although he came 
to the U.S.A. in 1921, he has never broken the connections 
with his “old country.” He and his wife have visited seven 
times so far. They have visited Sarajevo, Belgrade, Ljubljana, 
Mostar and Titograd, but most of the time they were in 
Dubrovnik and Zagreb. 

Andrew has permanent connections with “Matica 
iseljenika Hrvatske”, whose publications he receives regularly 
and in which he has many friends and acquaintances. The 79- 
year old man from Sinj will always remember one event. “It 
was in 1971 in Los Angeles where our Consul General 
Ljubomir Ljubich introduced me to Marshal Tito, and I 
shook Iris hand and talked with him”, says Andrew very 
proudly. 

Andrew is a member of seven of our associations and 
organizations, and he announces on his radio program all 
parties and celebrations of our emigrants. 

The popularity of Andrew Soldo among our emigrants 
in Watsonville and its surrounding area can be compared with 
the popularity of one other man from Sinj, the famous TV 
commentator in Yugoslavia, Mladen Delich. Although they 
were born in the same place, their ways of life separated in 
their youth and Andrew doesn’t know Delich and his famous 
sentence: “Ma ljudi, je li to moguce?” (“But people, is this 
possible? ). And in America, everything IS possible 1
